quiring theic chief Applicacion, 1 will fuppofe the 
Duke of Savoy may make an Irruption into France, 
as be pretends, which however is not fo fure a Mat- 
ter; I will allow that a: firft be may make fome 
Progrefs, which is a very doubiful Poinc; What 
will be the Iffue Some Blood wail be drawn on both 
Sides ; fome Potts will be taken and re-taken; af- 
tec which, that Prince will find himwf-lf oblig’d to 
return home atthe end of the Campaign, fuppofing 
his {[roops and he do not perifh im France betore 
they begin to make their Retreat. A Retreat is the 
beft that Duke can expect 5 for he muft not hope 
fo litle a Prince as he, in Comparifon of France, 
can keep any Acquifition in it. He will be con- 
vinc'd of that Truth, by looking a little into the Hi- 
ftory of his Anceftors. 

Let us confider on what Foundation this Prince 
builds, and of what Troops his Army is compos'd. 
He will have, they fay, 17 Battallions which he 
pretends will amount to 18000 Men; 8000 Ger- 


mans which the Emperour is to furnifh ; 4000 Horfe 
‘and gooo Peafan s ; making in all 34000 Men. But 
‘granting he has :hefe feveral Bodies, ‘tis rare for 17 


Batrallions to make 18000 Men; and taking that 
for the Eftablithment on which they were rais’d, ’tis 
impoffible they fhuuld be compleat. As for the 8000 
Girmens he is to bave from the Emperour, how 
fhould his Imperial Majefty furnifh him with 8000 
Men? the Duke having lefs need of them than the 
Emperour, who is oblig’d to caufe the Suburbs of 
Vierna to be Fortified, for fear it fhould be burnt 
by the Hungarian Confederates ; and dares go but 
toalitile Diftence from his Capital to bunt, for 
feat of being carry’d off by thofe Confederates ? 
How, I fay, can he fend 8000 Men to the Savoyard, 
when he cannot fend a fingie Man to augment the 
Army on the Rhine ; when the prefling Inftances 
the Dutch make to him for Men, are ineffectual ; 
and when allthe Forces of the Allies in Catalonia 
do not amount to above 14000 Men of regular 
Troops ? There is therefore ground to believe, that 
* the Savoyard will receive much fhort of the 8000 
Germans ke Expects from the Emperour. As for 
the 4000 Peafanis which are reckon’d into his Army, 
they ought not to be efteem’d regular Troops ; and 
thould they come into a fet battle, they would 
be fit to fpcil ail. They cannot therefore be other- 
Wile look’d upon, than es Pioneers. Not but thar, 
Were they to fight in their own Country, and to de- 
fend their own Poffefiions, they wonld do much 

cuter Service than they are capable of performing 
eliewhere. 

But, allowing that Army to anfwer the Lift of it 
that is abroad, it cannot be confiderable enough to

He is therefore always in}a Condition to fend Rein- 
forcemenis to Places where there is greateft Need 
of them ; aud yet tis Armies would not fuffer by ir, 
fleeing they are very ftrong in all Parts ; and chat of 
Flanders confitts of above 100000 iwen. of 
Le: us what may be the Projects of the Sa- 
voyard, and wuat he may atchieve. Ic will be dif- 
cult for him co enter Provence, the Roads of ibe 
Col de Tence being all broken up, and the Banks 


Of tie Var very ftrongly fortify’d and guarded by 


M. d’ Artaguan, who has given fach Satisfaction to 
the Troops and the Country fince he bas command- 
ed in the Parts water’d by the Var, that all the Let 
ters from thence are full of bis Praifes. , 

As for the Country zbour Peroufe,where theCount 
de Muret commands; that Officer, who has po 
Jefs Experience than Vigilance aod Valour, and, 
who never knew what it was io yield, promifes to 


“give a good Account of it. 


The reft of the Troops are under the Orders of 
the Count de Medavy, whofe Name and A@tions 
need no Encomium ; and if he finds it neceffary, he 
wil begin to draw the Army together againft the 
Arrival of the Marfhal de Villars accompanied with 
Valour and Fortune which never forfook him, This 
is the State of the War on that Side, and ’tis nor 


‘at all likely any thing extraordinary thould foon 


happen there, unlefs the Savoyard fhould ruine his 
Affairs by acting precipitately. <j 

Before we leave Italy, let us confider what may 
pafs there during the Campaign, and whether the 
Savoyard may bope for Succour from thence if he 
fhould want ir. The Appearances are manifeftly a- 
gainft him, if be fhould have any Defign to draw 
Troops from the Mulaneze ; for the Emperour has 
Need of Tronps to guard that Durchy, becaufe ir 
did not voluntarily fubmit to the infupportable Yoke 
of the Houfe of Auftria; and would nor fail, weré 
it not kept under by Force, to return to the Obe- 
dience of its lawful Soveraign. 

The Savoyard can yet lets expect Succowrs from 
the Kingdom of Naples, where the Germans ftind 
in Need of a greater Number of Troops than they 
have in that Kingdom to hinder a general Revolt, 
which cannot fail to happen there in a little Time ; 
for tis to be obferv’d that the Hearts of the People, 
and even of the greateft Part of the Nobility are 
not for the Houfe of Auitria; and that the Kingdom 
having {unk under the Efforts of Traytors, made a 
Virtme of Neceflity, in acknowledging the Archduke 
for their Soveraign. If we reflect upon all char this 
Kingdom have fuffer’d fiace their involuntary Re- 
volt, we thall find no Room to doubr ther they will 
be always ready to own King Philip V, whenever 
tke leaft Opportunity offers. The Troops thar came 
to aflift the Traytors, immediaiely began to ravage 
and lay wafte the Kingdom, behaving themfelves 
as if they had been in an Enemy’s Country. Count 
Martinitz the fiift Viceroy, well forefeeing by che 
Storm be faw gathering agais.ft bim, that he fhould 
not ftay there long,bent all bis Thoughts to the find- 
ing out Means to inrich himfelf, which he did to 
the Purpofe. Count Thaun having got him re- 
mov'd, loft no Time, but made Hafte to entich 
himfelf as his Predeceffor had done; but he 
for the coming of the Countefs his Wife, to whom, 
as Vice-Queen, the Kingdom muft have allow’d 
large Sums for her Maintenance ; but ‘twas hardly 
kriown that the Countefs would not come, when 
‘was advis’d that Cardinal Grimani was nominated 


Viceroy of Naples, to enrich himfelf like the two 


former ; and as no Man was ever fo odious to all 
oh as ig that Czrdinal, ( whom the late Em- 


perour could not endure becaufe of his bad CaraGer, 
though 


reckon’d his Harveft would laft longer, and prepar’d » 
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h he bad done him good Service, ) the whole 
one of Naples is in extreme Defolation, and 
the People are itudying how to avoid the Yoke of 
that violent Cardiaal, who under the Name of the 
Abbot Grimani, did noc {pare bis Neigabour. I 
would fay more of him, were it not for the Retpect I 
bear to bis Dignny. Prom all this it may be 
judg'd, thac the Germans have hardly i roops 
{ufficient inthe Kingdom of Naplesto keep Poffeition 
of it: And betides, bad the Neapolitans as much 


Affe@uwn for the Arcnduke as they have Averfion for 


him in their Hearts, -hey would find themfelves by 
Neceificy oblig d co catt off Obedience to the Houle 
“of Auttia, withouc which they muft inevitably 
ith by Famine, if Sicily remain in the Hands of 
up V. And there being no Likelihood of that 
being forc’d to change its Matter, ’tis im- 
the Kingom of Naples can fub&ft much 
Prager, avoid Starving the People find Means 
thake of the ke impos'’d on them by Traytors ; 
“and un!efs thofe Traytore themfelves, to efcape dying 
6f Hunger, contrive a Way to return to the Obe- 
“@ience of their lawful Sovereign: Nay more, both 
~ the one and the other already find themfelves driven 
to it, being unable any longer to endure the Ezacti- 
ons of the Minifters of the Houfe of Auftria, who 
“St the fame time they are enriching themfelves, lay 
Taxes in the Name of the Eimperour, and demand 
Bree. Gifis befides, according to the Cuftom of the 
“Houfe of Auftria; So that his Subjects are always 
afraid of his having Children born, or of their Mar- 
“rying, becaufe they are opprefs’d with the Pree-Gifts 
which the Emperours extort on fuch Occafions, Of 
“this the Marriage of the Archduke affords an Ez- 
‘ample, to the Extreme Vexation of thofe Subjects 
‘of the Houfe of Auftria that have any Sxbitance, 
‘who are oblig’d to furnifa exiraordinarily ali the Ex- 
ences of the Voyage and of the Marriage. From 
‘she Condition the Kingdom of Naples is in it may 
be judg'd that the Emyerour cansoc well draw any 
Troops from thence, without running the risque of 
lofing it immediately ; feeing ‘1s even impoilible, 
as 1 have fhewn. bur it muft be forc’d to withdraw 
from under his Dominion, affuon as Occafion offers. 
Jcome now +o the Affairs of Catalonia. ’Tis re- 
ported that Admiral Leake is at Genoa, where he 
3s to take on board 6000 Men to tranfport thither. 
I will agree that che 6000 Men talk’d of may foon 
@mbark there, though ‘tis moft certain the Number 
is nothing near {» great ; bur allowing the Allies as 
large a Numberas chey pretend to,and that they have 
14000 Men of regular Troops in Catalonia, accord- 
ing to their own Account, it does not appear pofii- 
ble for thofe Troops to refift the Army commanded 
by the Duke of Orleans, and the Army of the Duke 
de Noailles: Thus ftand Affairs in Catalonia at the 
Time Iam Writing, but I thall have Occafion to 
fay more of them, hoping to have News from the 
army under the Duke of Orleans before I finifh my 
ook.
